The Society has realized that ihe.se 
class reunions are one of the stroll- est 
factors in inerensins and holding the 
interest of graduates in their Ai inn 
Mater. 

2 To commence forthwith the ?re;i- 
tion of an Kndowmen; I'lliul. The 
Reneral scheme of this fund was out- 
lined at the Kcunion in 1921. and lt.3 
Objects are as follows: 

1 To enable Med ill to rely on a 
-toady annual income upon which she 
can plan improvements. 

^ To enlist and retain the Interest 
of the graduâtes In the. needs and 
management of the University. 

:t To establish a fund to be managed 
and controlled by the graduates for 
the good of the University and to 
which any subscription, large or small, 
will lie welcome. 

Whi/ti once established, this fund 
will be known as the McGill Univer- 
sity Graduates' Endowment Fund, and 
all subscriptions toward it will be in- 
vested and the net income alone dis- 
tributed for general purposes. The 
fund, as constituted, will he adminis- 
tered by a Board of twelve Trustees 
of whom seven shall be Graduates' 
Representatives elected by the Coun- 
cil of the Graduates" Society, and five 
Governors' Representatives chosen by 
the Governors of the University. The 
plan adopted is somewhat similar to 
that which has proved most success- 
ful in other Universities, and the mc-

PHYSICAL EXAMS. 

McGill Only College in Can- 
ada Giving Free Health 
Service 

H may not be gcnnriilly known lo 
UnlvorsWy men lhat McGill In the 
only college In Cana.da. thnJ ofrera 
lo Its Hlndentn a freo health service. 
This coiuriHlH, In the. first place, of 
"T Ihe complnsory plo'slciil oxtuhinfi- 
tlons inride by u, 0 Department or 
Hhyslcal Kdiicatlon or all first and 
second year mou In the faculties of 
Arts, Science, Medicine, „ n ,\ |> cn t|(v- 
try, ami of all men entering competi- 
tive aililelles. It embraces, also, the 
free examination of all students who 
hmy desire advice regarding Ihtnlr 
health, fren treatment when neces- 
sary with public-ward hospital ac- 
comodation Tor the first, seven days. 
The l*;partmont, as everyone, at Mc- 
r;i|| knows, manifests ». keen inter- 
est in all the athletic bodies of the 
University, and in so doing super- 
vises Hie physical tmbVing or the first 
two years. As illustrating the volume 
of servlco rendered by the Depart- 
ment, the following records arc ot In- 
terest: 

Nino hun.lred nnd forty. six men 
have been examined this session, of 
whom SSX were place/1 in "A" cate- 
gory, which implies that these men 
are capable r>f participating in any 
form of athletics. In addition, on i 
hundred and ninety-five women were 
examined. Already. 307 consultation* 
have been held and 21 visits paid. 

But the Department is doing far 
more than merely examining men and 
women and pronouncing cm their phy- 
sical condition. Dr. I.amb. its effici- 
ent head. Is a man of 'ideals, and is 
convinced that one of the surest wuys 
•of promoting a stu.deot's success in 
his college career is to endow him 
with a sound physical body. In an 
Interview, Dr. Lamb urged strongly 
tho direct value of regular exercise 
and of athletics generally. Last year 
no fewer than two thousand days 
were lost by McGill students through

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UNTIMELY MIRTH 



While it is Admitted thai every reasonable means should be 
taken to counteract effects of "the passion», and the cares thai 
wither life." and that the cultivation of a happy disposition is one 
of them, yet when happiness is expressed in most untimely mirth 
we are of necessity led to believe the individual indulping in it is 
the victim of some serious constitutional disorganization. 1 his 
ailment if it be such, is particularly evident in the classroom, and 
perhaps has an influence more profound that readily appears, on 
the general attitude of mind. 

Every day we see instances of that proverbial difficulty of 
extracting blood out of a stone. A professor, in an attempt to 
make the student take an active part in the consideration of a 
subject, asks a question, and in most cases listens in vain for vol- 
untary replies: and we venture to think it is not because of a com- 
plete lack of knowledge of the subject. Rather is it an enforced 
modesty caused by the fact that any remark, whether it be meant 
in .all -seriousness or not, may be the means of precipitating a dis- 
concerting outburst of mirth, and casting a ludicrous light on the 
efforts of the unhappy one. And this prevalent custom often makes 
the reading of a paper in class so ridiculous a task that not only 
does it prevent the serious minded from following the trend of 
the subject but strengthens the desire to leave all discussion to 
' proceed from behind the desk at the front of the room. 
■ '*, I ( iA jokc.is:.a joke, and except for a fevv odd instances is easily 
• recognizable as such the world over. Then why all this levity on 
-sundry and unexpected occasions? If it is because of an incapacity 
±o distinguish between the sublime and the ridiculous, or too close 
an association of the two, we are led to believe that the quality 
of intellect of the participant is much below the standard. If it 
is the result of an over readiness to seize on all things apparently 
superficial which relieve the mind of the need of mental effort, 
-^^therc are too many members of the animal kingdom being har- 
boured by the four square walls of class rooms. It was a well 
- meaning Providence that gave us laughter as an expression of emo- 
tion. That the privilege should be somewhat abused may be in 
keeping with the general weakness of human nature, but when 
•the abuse is prevalent, as it has often been seen to be, among the 
ranks of the seekers of higher learning, it becomes more noticeable 
j^T, than is creditable to the dignity of the halls of culture. 
There Fs a proper time for all things.

Ours will be the oxiil- 
lant consciousness that wo have fell, 
the salt sea tang, that we have seen 
for ourselves the gorgeous milage of 
southern lands, and not lived |„ „ 
world of cmaglnoUon or gained our 
impressions second ha ml.

Ills books on 
these stlhjccls tiro recognized authori- 
ties. He cultivated a Illy which was 
named "Parltmnn's" in his honour. 

He died In 183^, at .Inmiilcii Plains, 
near Boston.

He was the first man to understand 
the Indian thoroughly.
